“The Play's tLe thing”—Ask for Thomas’s Observer. _ 

THE Theatres were all closed last night, in consequence of the 
lamented death of His Majesty ; and it was said they were to 
remain closed till after the funeral, such, however, we should 
hope will not be the case, as the late King himself set the exam- 
ple of abolishing that useless ceremony. 

An amusing Bu:lesque of Sheridan Knowles’s Wife, was pro- 
duced at the Strand Theatre on Monday night, under the title of 
The Wife; or, A Tale ofa Mantua Maker. The piece em- 
bodies with considerable point the incidents of the original 
Drama. One cousin, Zachariah Jago, usurps the public-house of 
cousin Marmaduke, during the absence of the latter, and having 
the Mantua Maker, (Miss Daly,) as his ward, he bestows her. 
upon Stop’em,a policeman. Marmaduke returns at the critical 
moment and claims his bride. The marriage takes place, but on 
the same day Marmaduke is hurriéd off to White Cross Street, 
Prison,at the suit of biscousin. Jack Peters (Hammond) 1s then 
introduced, a person who has seen better days, but who dates 
his ruin from an early association with Zachariah. He meets his 
former friend, and after a liltie persuztion is induced io tend him- 
self to a scheme of the Jatter, who bids him make love to the 
Mantaa Maker, in order to report the behaviour of the Mantua 
Maker to her husbanv, Jack Peters has an ioterview with the 
lady,& by the means of a crookedsixpence,discovers that she is his 
sister; but this he keeps secret, and eventual'y by threats obtains 
from Zachariah a written acknowledgment of his crime, and the 
denouement is then made to take place within the walls af White 
Cross Street. which for once is made the scene of giiety and 
mirth, Asa Burlesque itis exceedingly clever, full of puns and 
Point, and the parodies of the songs areall good. As the Works 
of our great bard have been burlesqued, Sheridan Knowles can- 
not complain of the liberty taken with his Play. 

The preparations for the Masquerade at the Adelphi to-night 
are on the most liberal! scale; the Theatre will be beautifully 
decorated, the music will be of the best description, and all that 
taste and spirit can do will be done to render the fete worthy 
of public patronage. Several parties have been formed to meet 
there in characteristic groups.
